Try ing 
to stop 
inflation 
by 
controlling prices or lecturing 
consum ers on their buy ing habits 
is like try ing to cure a fever by 
breaking y our therm om eter. It 
gets the whole discussion of cause 
and effect ex actly back w ard 
So argues M. Stanton E vans in 
an article in the conservative 
Washington publication “ H uman 
Events.“ 


High prices a re caused by in­ 
flation, not the other 
way aro und, 
One can no m ore prevent inflation 
by 
controlling prices than he 
can cure a case of m easles 
by 
painting over the spots. E vans 
say s in another m edical allusion. 
So 
what 
causes 
inflation? 
Inflation is an increase of the 
money supply above and bey ond 
the increase in the volume of 
production. Since prices are a 
ratio 
between 
the num ber of 
dollars in circulation and the 
available supply of goods and 
services, continual ex pansion of 
the money will force the general 
level of prices upward, and “ no 
am ount of political m um bo jum bo 
or 
civic 
piety 
can 
halt 
this 
seq uence once it has been s ta r­ 
ted." 
Suppose, just for the sake of 
argum ent, suggests Evans, that 
the stock of money is fix ed, and 
then consider what would happen 
in 
the 
case 
of 
heavy 
wage 
dem ands by the UAW or a sudden 
hike in prices by G eneral Motors. 
In that event, a dollar m ore to 
pay the w ages of an auto worker, 
or to buy a Chevrolet, becom es a 
dollar that cannot be spent for 
something else. Any added dollars 
w hich 
c ons um e r s 
or 
e n­ 
trepreneurs decide to spend in one 
place mst be subtracted from 
som e other place. 
Total demand therefore, remains 
the sam e, and while individual 
prices will fluctuate, the general 
price level will continue as before. 
E x pand 
the 
money 
supply , 
however, 
and 
all 
these 
con­ 
siderations 
change. 
Now it is 
possible to spend m ore money 
both lor the Chevrolet and for 
som ething else and for all prices 
to rise simultaneously . 
That, indeed, is one reason for 
m onetary ex pansion-the fact that, 
for a tim e at least, the generally 
rising price level perm itted by it 
gives the illusion of augm ented 
prosperity for every one. 
Precisely 
such 
a 
m onetary 
ex pansion has been occuring for 
.the past several y ears. From 1967 
through 1974, the money supply of 
the United States (currency plus 
dem and deposits) has literally 
ex ploded-from $18 0 billion to $28 0 
billion. But the 
index of in­ 
dustrial 
production 
has 
risen 
much m ore slowly -from 100 in 
1967 to 128 .7 as of last June. 
The money supply has thus 
inceased by alm ost 60 per cent 
while 
the 
index 
of 
industrial 
production has risen by less than 
30 per cent. Money growth has 
been approx im ately double the 
growth of productivity . 
Itshould hardly be surprising 
then that consum er prices have 
been going through the roof, say s 
Evans. 
From 
the standpoint of the 
individual, 
the 
cause 
of

trouble alw ay s seem s to be the: 
other fellow’s prices. But it is1 
m onetary ex pansion, not w’agei 
and price dem ands, that is the 
source of the difficulty . 
The Federal R eserve 
Board, 
which controls the growth of the' 


nation's money supply , has shown 
som e aw arem ess of this fact and 
beginning in June began pursuing 
a zero-growth rate policy . The 
viselike 
tightening 
of 
credit, 
however, only set off dem ands for 
a return to easy money . 
Zero growth was an overeac- 
tion, say s E vans, and if past 
perform ance is any guide, it will 
probably be followed by another 
spurt of ex plosive growth, neither 
of which is the proper answer. 
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Inflation, he m aintains, will be 
brought to heel at last when the 
growth of money is held at par 
with thevolum eof production.and 
not before.

Today , som e 210 A m ericans are 
fed by about 5 per cent of the

tries. and there is food to spare for 
ex porting. 
It has been estim ated that if all 
farm ers 
throughout the world 
could get the sa m e y ield of corn as 
farm ers 
in 
Iowa 
(about

bushels per acre), the world's 
present population could be fed on 
10 per cent ot the land now under 
cultivaton. Or put another way , 10 
tim es as m any people could be fed 
on the sa m e 
amount of land 
currently under cultivation. 
Credit goes not to the farm er all 
by himself, by no means. Beside 
him. and behind him, stand a host 
of 
other 
figures deserving of 
honor, 
from 
a gronom is ts , 
agrobiologists, 
botanists 
and 
chemists 
to ex tension 
agents, 
geneticists, m achinery designers 
and soil scientists. 
S p eak ing 
of 
a gr ic ultur a l 
science, as m arvelous as have 
been its advances, we haven’t 
seen any thing y e. 
Speculating recently on “ The 
F uture 
of 
A griculture.'’ 
Roy 
Kottman, dean of the College of 
Agriculture and Home Econom ics 
ol Ohio State University said that 
there is sufficient solar energy 
available in Ohio to m ake it 
possible-using 
i mproved seeds-to 
produce 428 bushels of corn per 
acre . Average y ields in recent 
y ears have been between 76 and 8 6 
bushels per acre. 
The present y ield of soy beans in 
Ohio varies from 24 to 29 bushels 
an acre. Again, evidence suggests 
that farm ers ought to be able to 
produce 200 to 250 bushels per 
acre based on the available solar 
energy .

The am ount oi 
feed req uired to produce a pound 
of

lowered. 
We know how to “superovulate" 
sows, and Kottm an fully ex perts 
farm ers to be producing 18 to 20 
pigs perlitter and three litters a 
y ear instead of two. 
Within the past few y ears, we 
have also im ported a Finnish 
breed of sheep which m akes it 
possible 
for 
ewes 
to produce 
•litters" instead of singles or 
tw ins. 
As for those critics, K ottm an 
points out that much of the feed 
consumed by livestock cannot be 
consumed by human beings, and 
even if it w ere consumed, would 
be 
poorly 
d igested

metabolized. Not only that, but 
livestock offer ex citing potential 
for 
converting

m a te ria ls

There can be no doubt but that some of the greatest 
current rip-off rackets in the United States are the so- 
called “ mal practice" law suits. Malpractice lawyers are 
getting rich at public expense. 
The Manchester (New Hampshire) Union Leader cites a 
recent case in point; that of Dr. Rosamond Kane, an or­ 
thopedic surgeon of Rye. New York. In 1958 Dr. Kane paid 
a malpractice insurance premium of $480. Ten years later, 
in 1968. she had to pay $4,800. In 1974 she paid nearly $8000. 
When the premium this year went up to $14,000. Dr. Kane 
gave up. She had been literally forced out of business. Had 
she continued to practice and had distributed her 
$14,000 
insurance payment among her patients, she would have 
had to charge more than $60 for an office visit — and this, 
Dr. Kane knew, her patients could not afford. 
So. who suffers ? The public — because some lawyers 
and patients have found a great racket in suing doctors.As 
a result of these suits insurance companies have been 
forced to increase their rates to the point where they are 
prohibitive. Many insurance companies today will not 
carry malpractice policies at all. 
If the legal professional cannot control the money- 
hungry attorneys in their midst, then it would appear that 
some sort of “excess profits" laws should be passed which 
would restrict malpractice attorneys to an income of, let 
us say. not more than $50.00 an hour. Even at that.they will 
still be getting much more money than the patients they 
represent After all. those who need protection are people 
who require medical attention and are already burdened 
with extremely high medical costs. It is time to crack 
down on the attornevs who are exploiting the malpractice

Anderson isn't alone in citing 
the need for more top quality 
hay. He was just one of the 
members of the board of directors 
of the National Hay Association 
meeting recently in Lake Geneva 
who spoke about the shortage of 
quality hay. 
The NHA is composed of hay 
dealers, shippers, feeders and 
others interested in marketing 
hay. The organization has been 
active since 1895. mostly working 
as a coordination center for hay 
dealers in the United States. 
But

business and the NHA is stepping 
up its activities to provide more 
services and information for its 
members. 
The board 
set the 
theme for its sum m er convention 
in

“Quality Hay P ay s” is what the 
convention will be all about. 
Quality is the big factor in all 
the discussions that take place 
among the NHA members, many 
of whom are operating businesses 


that have passed down through 
the family for three and four 
generations. The NHA keeps its 
eye on hay dealers who tend to 
move far and fast selling loads of 
hay that are not of very good 
quality.
